gainſt hys commaundement, 
which are great frendes, and 
haue made thoſe to be their in 
ſtruments in thys feat, which 
would violently haue taken a 
waye the ſeconde perſon of 
Fraunce, and haue opp2eſſed 
the kyng, and bꝛought hys el⸗ 
tate to confuſion and ruyne, 
And to ſpeake further, J ſaye 
that they are giltie of treaſon. 
whiche made of late p curſed 
coſpiracy in Pꝛouince. by the 
handes of Lauris pꝛeſidente 
inthe court of parlemente at 
Aix, and contoyned with Fa- 


brice Cerbelome Gouernoure of 


Auignon koꝛ the Pope, which 
tended to aſſemble xv. M. me 
which Gould marche (as they 


were ſwozen, at the comaun⸗ 
demet 
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dement of Þ ſayd Guiſe. Ther 
of the ſapd Fabritius furniſhed a 
thouſand footemen, and. CC. 
hozfme, Which conſpiracy be- 
ing come to knowle ge. very- 
fied by the tourt ot parlament 
of Pꝛouince. Entrages, & Laidet, 
two pꝛicipal captaines of this 
factis, wer behedded by tudge 
ment giuen in the ſame court. 
And ik thys ſuffyce not. J will 
adde moze:that the ſapd Guy⸗ 
ſes haue made the lyke coſpy- 
racy in Dauphine, bp Þ captaine 
Mantill : hoping by this meane 
to make Dauphine fo take ar- 
mes with Prouince to mattche 
together at their pleaſure. In 
ſo much that theſe cõſpiracies 
made to aboliſhe p pꝛeaching 
of the Goſpell, theſe takings 
bp of men, theſe othes taking 
tomartch at p comaudemet — 

the 
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the Guyſe,cry out, that as wel 
the ſayd Guyſe as his coſpira- 
tours are rebelles,and gilty of 
treaſõ both to God and man. 
And tontrarywiſe Þ thole are 
true & fapthfull ſeruantes of þ 
King, which haue withſtãded 
ſt ſtoutly do withſtande theyꝛ 
rebelliõs, ſeditions c attepts, 
againſt the Einges Maieſtie 
and eſtate of all thys realme. 
And belpdes this that J haue 
ſpoken,let the ouerwhelming 
of the gouernment a iuſtite of 
this realme be witneſle, and 
namelp that courte of Par- 
liamẽt of Paris which thei haue 
made theyꝛ inſtrumẽt in thys 
falſe # pernitious iudgement 
of rebelliõ: bicauſe they could 
not finde any other copany ſo 
toꝛrupt c depꝛaued, ſo bode # 
flaue to their wils a appetites 
as that. As 
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Is in effecte all thoſe thatre- 
mayne there at thys daye, doe 


- eyther holde they2 eſtates 


though the fano2 of the ſayd 
Guyſes and their adherentes, 
oꝛ els hope to haue ſome other 
by their meane. And euen the 
p2incipal amongeſt them are 
plainly compꝛyſed in the con- 


ſpiraty and faction made by Þ 


ſayd Guyſe and hys adheren⸗ 
tes:wherof we at this day fele 
the lamentable and miſerable 
effectes.And we mult in dede 
truly confefſe, that amongeſt 
al the plagues that God long 
hath ſcourged thys pooꝛe and 
afflicted reaime withall, thys 
ought to be accompted 5 grea 
teſt:that ſuch a court of parle- 


ment, whiche oughte to be the 


ſeate of Juſtice, the refuge of 
oppꝛeſſed, the bꝛydle and pu⸗ 
niſhnmet 


nichment of al vice, uld be ſo 
farre fromhysryght and na- 
turall-vſe,y it ould open the 
gate to al iniuſtice and oppꝛeſ 
lion, to al impunitie and licece 
of euil doing. Wherby is come 
to paſle, that p pꝛincipal head 
of the gouernement or Fraũce 
being ſo ſicke,hath ſpꝛead her 
diſeaſe vpon al the parts and 
members ol thys kyngdome. 
And foz pꝛote herot, marke not 
only the particular wzonges 
done by the ſayd court to infi- 
nite perſos, 5 cryes, 5 plaints, 
the bloud of fo many pooze in- 
nocents as it hath oppzeſſed, 
condemned, and murthered. 
But p2incipally marke thys 
falſe and peruerſe iudgement 
ok rebellion, which is a gene⸗ 
rall wzong done to infinite 
perſons, whole lyfe and con⸗ 
Ca. Uuerſa- 
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uerſation hath made pꝛoole of 
the moſte humble obedience 
which they beare to pkynges 
maieſty. Now to the end that 
theſe coꝛrupt iudges choulde 
leaue behynde no one poynte 
of iniuſtice, they haue pꝛonoũ 
ced thys iudgement. the cauſe 
not being heard. the reaſons 
not debated, the pꝛoues of iu⸗ 
ſtikying and innocẽcy not vn⸗ 
derſtande.Aind although they 
were refuſed by p ſayd Pꝛince 
and hys company which was 
duely notified vnto them) they 
neuertheleſſe lekt not to attri⸗ 
bute vnts thẽſelues the know 
lege of thys fact. to geue al mẽ 
to bnderſtãde, that in p ſeates 
ofthe courte of parlemente of 
Patis,there are new none other 
iudges, but coꝛruptions, ha- 
treds, and pꝛiuate affections, 

| and 
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and there is now none other 
law but contemning and abo 
liching ofthe kynges lawes @ 
cuſtomes ot thys realm. 
. Wherupon my maſters, vou 
which are called Judges, J 
demaund what iniuſtice and 
manifeſt coꝛruption is. it thys 
whych vou haue done in thys 
tudgement be not:Fo2 where 
is 5 koꝛme ot iuſtice obſerned? 
Where are the reaſons wyth 
which the condemned haue 
bene ouercome⸗Where is that 
auncient and righteous law. 
that pe ci not both be iudges 
and particular enemies Why 
haue pou thꝛuſt your ſelues in 
to ᷣ iudgemẽt ot thoſe, which 
haue retuſed you foz tudges, 
hauing as much reaſon to do 
it, as there are faultes ot ap⸗ 
paraunte wzonges in pon; 
C. 2. And 
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And to be choꝛt were you not 
— — refuſed, which haue 
dꝛiuen out of pour companye, 
al thoſe which vou perceaued 
not to be ot pour faction: pu 
which by the decree the laſt of 
June now.paſled, put weapõ 
in the hande of p furious peo⸗ 
ple, againſt both GO D and 
mannes lawes, yea againſte 
pour own lawes, againſte the 
common wealth and vniuer⸗ 
ſal quietneſſe ofthys realmez 
pou which haue pꝛoclamed Þ 
mynylters ok the refozmed 
Churches giltie of treaſon, 
whom neuertheleſle the kyng 
by hys pꝛoclamation hath re⸗ 

ceaued to hys pꝛotection, and 
boho foꝛ thys effect haue take 
the othe at your handes; Pou 
which durſt declare to p kyng 
yea wyth thzeatninges, by

the Prince of Conde. 
Monſieur Chambon and Monfient 
Fay youre deputpes, that pe 
thought ſtraunge and would 
not ſuffer p agreement which 
he would haue made betwene 
the ſayd Pꝛynce and hys con⸗ 
traries: By thys meane ta⸗ 
kyng away all doubt, that ye 


are the ſwoꝛen enemies ofthe 


ſayd Pꝛynte and hys copany; 
and conſequently chuttyng 
your owne mouthes, that ye 
might not pꝛonounce anyſen 
tece againſt them: And what 
nedeth any moze⸗ Lobe vppon 
the head citie ok this realme. 
where pour abiding is, and 
marke the extreame cruelties 
which are dayly committed by 
the people, and ö befoze youre 
eyes, to your knowlege. wyll, 
pꝛouoking. Let men conſider 
the refuſe that you made to 5 
| C3 Loꝛd 
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Loꝛd of Briſlac,to make any oꝛ⸗ 

donaunce to repzeſſe theſe tu⸗ 
multes of the people. Let it be 
weyghed as appertayneth, 5 
the moſt part of you, the better 
to chew that they wyl no loger 
vſe iuſtice, but fozce,ar of Pꝛe⸗ 
ſidentes # counſelers become 
menne of warre:haue chaun⸗ 
ged their pennes intoſwo2ds, 
and their longe gounes into 
tozcelets.they theſelues play 
the captaines ,# go publique⸗ 
ly armed, with other ſuch inſo 
lenties, as bnivotthy of their 
eſtate, as very mete to the coꝛ 
ruption of their lyfe. Let all 
theſe thynges ( J ſay) be confi 
dered, and if it be ſo that re⸗ 


belles can not iudge of rebelli 


on. that p troublers of the cõ⸗ 
'mo quietneſle can not knowe 


«of leditiõ, and ö the denden 
Fe. 0 
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of ß Kynges Edictes, are not 
able to iudge of giltinelle of 
treaſs:if ſo be( J ſay)thatthoſe 
which deſerue to be codened, 
ought not ts condene others: 
Pe ca not deny but they which 
ye haue condened,haue ſuffi- 
ciẽt reaſon, not only to rekuſe 
pou, but alſo to cauſe you to be 
punyched in tyme a place, Ac- 
cozding to 5 deſert of dur in⸗ 
iuſtice. Mhich thyng the molt 
part ot thys realme greatly de 
ſireth. beyng allured that god 
wyll chewe vs hys mercyfull 
face, when he rayſeth vp in 
Fraũce good #faithfuliudges 
which Gal codemne & rightly 
puniche thoſe, which vniuſtly 
haue codened other: erecutig 
vpon your perſons, p ſentence 
whiche you haue pzonounced 
agaynlt the ee. 
4. 
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All theſe thinges tha beyng 
equally weyghed, cal plain ly 
chew . to al thoſe which in this 
cauſe hal geue iudgemẽt free 
from all particular affection, 
that although there bee no- 
thing let fozth foz the defence 
of the ſayd Pꝛynce and hys cõ 
pany, againſt the intollerable 
iniuſtice c the vnwozthynelle 
which hath ben chewed thẽ by 
thys iudgement, yet neuerthe 
leſle their innocency is ſo ap⸗ 
paraunt, p it is able to ſpea ke 
it ſelfe, and beelye the falſe a 
ſhameleſſe ſlaunders, of their 
ennemie indges. 

ow Jleaue to thynk how 
iuſt griet it is to p ſaid Pꝛince 
whan he hath fapthfully obey 
ed all thynges whych wer cõ⸗ 
maunded hym,foz the tuition 
ofthe Kyng and Nueene,and 
1 5 whan 
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whan he had done the dnetye 
of that place which he holdeth 
in thys realme, as behoued a 
molt faythfull and louing ſer⸗ 
uaunt ofthe Kyng, and neceſ⸗ 
ſary ſoꝛ the wealth and pꝛokit 
of al thys realme:that hys de- 
ſert chould be payde wyth fo 
great vnthankfulneſſe, 5 the 
duety whych he hath chewed 
totheKyng ſhould be turned 
to cryme,and that hys obedy⸗ 
ence ould be called rebelliõ. 
Thys certainly is with good 
right not only greuous vnto 
hym, but alſo intollerable. 
And although this vile ſpot 
wherewith they woulde haue 
burdened hym, can not in any 
wyſe faſten vppon hym, but 
returneth to thoſe whyche 
bꝛought it. neuertheleſle he fe 
leth hymCelfſo boũde in duty. 
e C5. not 
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not only to hys hondꝛ, but to 
hys copany,y he is reſolued to 
beſtow all the meanes which 
God hath put and hereakter 
chal put in his hãdes, to cauſe 
the innocency ol them al, to be 
knowẽ, not only to the people 
ol Fraunte, but to ſtraunge 
natious:and to leaue the me⸗ 
mo2y to our poſterity. And koꝛ 
aſmuch as by the wycked and 
toꝛrupt indgement, geuen a⸗ 
gaynſt hym and thoſe of hys 
company , and by the maner 
that they haue vſed in p ſayde 
iundgement, and namely the 
ouerwhelming of p inſtice of 
Fraũte done by his enemies. 
he wel ynough knoweth. that 
the way ol iuſtice beyng ſhutt 
vp from him, he can not there⸗ 
by cauſe the edictes of Þ&yng 
to be obſerued, & conſequetly 
. cheb 
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ewe foozth hys innocencie: 
fo2 thys cauſe he is conſtray- 
ned to haue recourſe to 5 laſte 
remedy,of armes.

tonteſle and acknowlege the-

Agaynſt thoſe thẽ 
onely, & foz theſe cauſes, with 
the other that depend on the, 
the ſayd Pꝛynce # hys copany 
pꝛoteſt to haue weapõ in had, 
and Þfoz great nede; hauing 
none other meane to kepe the

And herein the 
ſayd Pꝛince, caleth betoꝛe the 
judgemẽt ſeate ofgody conf:

Wherups fozafmuchas ſuch 
warre, which kyndleth day- 
ly moꝛe and mo2e,can not but 
bzyng great calamities w'it, 
the ſayd Pꝛynte #bys copany 
pꝛoteſt betoꝛe God c man not 
to be giltie therein, but they 
which haue been the mouers 
and authoꝛs therot᷑. To Þ end 
that p blame of al the euels x

e Finally
